FURTHER TO PLANS, PROGRAMS AND QUESTIONS OUTLINED REFTEL, 
EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL COMMENTS FROM 
PRESIDENT'S TRIP COORDINATOR, HECTOR ORMACHEA: 

A. WHILE PRESIDENTS BANZER AND NIXON MEET MORNING OF 16TH 
IN THE WHITE HOUSE, IT WOULD BE USEFUL FOR FOUR OF THE FIVE 
STATE MINISTERS ACCOMPANYING BANZER TO HOLD DISCUSSIONS WITH 
THEIR OPPOSITE NUMBERS (PRESUMEDLY WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE 
ACTING FONMIN). THE SITE FOR THESE DISCUSSIONS USEFULLY COULD 

BE THE STATE DEPARTMENT TO ENSURE THAT ALL MEMBERS OF THE PARTY 
WOULD BE ON HAND ON TIME FOR THE SECRETARY'S LUNCHEON. WE DO 
NOT AS YET HAVE SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS FOR THESE PROPOSED 
MEETINGS, BUT AS AN EXAMPLE, IT APPEARS LOGICAL TO ASSUME 
THAT THE MINISTER OF MINES AND ENERGY WOULD WISH TO DISCUSS 
TIN SALES WITH STATE AND GSA REPRESENTATIVES. 

B. IN AFTERNOON OF THE SIXTEENTH, FOLLOWING MEETING WITH 
SECRETARY (WHICH WOULD NOT LAST MORE THAN ONE HOUR) PRESIDENT

THERE. 

C. AT 1900 HOURS, BOLIVIANS HOPE TO HAVE MILITARY MEETING
